THE RELATIONSHIP OF THE CCf. ■ 
AND COMMUNISM 

* ♦ ♦ 

Mn. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Benjamin Franklin wisely said that any one who can introduce the elements 
of primitive Christianity into the political life of a nation will bring about a 
great social reformation. 

When Ahraham Lincoln at Gettysburg dedicated the people of the United 
States to the proposition lliat responsible government with popular sovereignty 
should be maintained forever, he said something more than the average person 
remembers. 

We often hear repeated the definition he gave to his conception of the 
const ilnlional sovereignly of a true Democracy as "government of the people 
by the people and for the people." Lincoln's conception oi such a government, 
however, was much more comprehensive than is indicated m the words so 
often repeated. In his plea to the American people to dedicate then: lives 
to the proposition 

"that under God, government of the people by the people and for the 
people shall not perish from the earth," 

he clearly showed that, he believed that the open acknowledgment of the 
sovereignly of Cod is the most essential of all the factors that make for llie 
biiccchs of sell-government in constitutional Democracy. 

In further acknowledgment of the sovereignty of God, Lincoln also said 
that true statesmanship is impossible without the assistance and guidance oi 
Divine authority. 

I am aware that in this great city there are thousands who daily assist Tnc 

' in my work as its Chief Magistrate with the prayers they oiler daily on my 

behalf, and, as a tribute to them, I have been pleased to invito Madame Lever- 

Hawes to sing as the opening number of this great rally the bailie hymn ol 

militant Christianity. 

At a time like the present, when some misguided Canadians prefer lo sing 
the battle songs of godless Communism such as llie "Inleiuaiionalo" and the 
"Hed Flag" to "0 Canada" and "Cod Save the King," there is good reason for 
singing the hymns thai call Christians to action. To those wbo permit the 
godless material political economy of the Soviet to hold a higher place in their 
affections than thai which ihcy give lo the constitutional Democracy of the 
British Empire, I offer no iipology for the fact that, tonight in ihis great 
Liberal rally we have openly acknowledged the sovereignly of God by singing 
"Onward, Christian Soldiers" as our opening number. 

Christians must rally against the spread of Communism, or Communism 
will bring upon our nation the chaos and the confusion that is inevitable 
when the people lose their faith in the Son of Man. 

In the constituency of Vancouver-Burrard I am faced with ihe open chal- 
lenge of Communism. At the Tim Buck meeting in Vancouver, a public 






imuomicf.mont \w.s made that the Communisls would support the C.C.I'', 
candidate in ihe Burrarti constituency in the present campaign. 

Whether I liko it or not, 1 inn thus forced lo meal llie conil)inecl opposition 
of Communism and CC.F.-isiii. 

Notwithstanding the fact ilia l the C.C.F. candidate has declared that he 
has no sympathy "with Communism and docs not want the support of the , 
Communists, the fact nevertheless remains that the Communists are giving him 
their support. Here is a poster which reads:

The fight in Vancouver-Burrard is therefore clearly between CCF.-ism 
which Mr. Arnold Webster represents, supported by Communism, and the 
Christian constitutional Democracy which the Liberalism I stand for represents. 

The Communists and the C.C.F. forces have made the challenge and I 
gladly accept it, for I am confident that C.C.F.-iam, Socialism and Communism 
all mean the same thing. They are all aiming at the same end; and while 
there may be some differences as to the inlerpreUUioii of policy and methoila 
of procedure, Communism, Socialism and C.C.F.-i»m stand for the same basic 
and fundamental change, namely, the wiping out of Capitalism and the estab- 
lishment of a new social order which they all call Socialism. 

In the "new social order" which they all propose, the private ownership 
of the means of producing and distributing the necessities, comforts and 
conveniences of the human family is to be wiped out and Slate ownership 
is to be established. Production for use is lo take the place of the incentive of 
profit in all commerce and industry. 

May I now deal with the manner in which this change is to be brought 
about by the Communists, and 1 am quoting from the official Canadian news 
organ of thai parly from its issue of March 30, 1935, wherein its programme 
is outlined in these words: 

"The successful Workers' Revolution, under the leadership of the 
Communist Parly, will establish the Canadian Soviet Socialist Republic. 
... It will be a stern dictatorship against the Capitalist class. They will 
be denied citizenship right. Their political parlies and other organizations 
will be banned. The press, rndio, meeliii" bulla, <=!«., will be denied them. 
Every attempt at eoiuiler-revoln lions will be mercilessly repressed." 

On April 2nd, the editorial columns of the same paper carried tlvia 
informative paragraph : 



"'Immediately upon [he assumption of power by m;. 
Canadian Soviet Government will declare all factories, 
roads, ships, power stations, etc., confiscated from the 
owners by the Workers' State wilbout compensation." 
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Now let us compare this policy of Communism with the policy ol 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation dealing upon the same issue. In 
manifesto issued following the convention in Regina in 1933, these declaruli 
appear: 

"1. PLANNING— The C. C. F. proposes— 

"The establishment of a planned, socialized, economic order, Lo m 
possible the most efficient development of the national resources and 
most equitable distribution of the national income. 
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"2. SOCIAL OWNERSHIP— 

"Socialization (Dominion, Provincial or Municipal) of transportation, 
communications, electric power and all other industries and services essen- 
tial to social planning." 

Here then we have the same thing, for the C.C.F. proposes to completely 
socialize commerce and industry. 

Now in a C.C.F. pamphlet which I picked up in Saskatchewan I find this 
statement: 

"The Liberals and Conaetva lives say lhaL we (ihe C.C.F. party) can't 
geL possession of the machinery of production and distribution now held 
by the capilalisis. Yes, we can. And by perfectly legal and constitutional 
methods, loo, Some we can buy. Some we can build ourselves. Some we 
can gel by foreclosure. Some by making provision for public ownership 
in llie franchises, and some we can get by exercising the right of expropri- 
ation. We can pay jor them ivith bonds and, by levying a high income tax, 
take back most of the interest we have to pay thereon." 

■ Thus we see that there is very little real difference between the methods 
by which the Communist and the C.C.F. intend to expropriate private property. 
The Communist frankly states that they will expropriate the properly oi ihe 
capitalists without compensation. The inference from the C.C.F. pamphlet 1 
have just quoted to you indicates that while the C.C.F. will give compensation 
with bonds, the bonds in turn are to be made worthless by taxation. 

Now if I must have Socialism 1 prefer the Communist brand to that of the 

C_ C.C.F., because the Communist ia at least honest and frank ami does not resort 

'""to camouflage. This can hardly be said of the C.C.F.'s. In proof of that fact, 

^C may I quote to you from the mosi recent pamphlet issued by I he C.C.F. parly V 

) It is supposed to be ihe C.C.F.'s questions and answers, clarifying what they 

propose to accomplish and how lliey are to bring about iheir "new social order." 

\ Here is a detailed explanation as to how the C.C.F. proposes lo do away 

with private property and the profit system : 

"13. Will the C.C.F. confiscate natural resources and factories, etc., or 
will it provide compensation?" 

The answer is a somewhat double-headed affair. The first part shows I hat 
in .the opinion of the C.C.F.-ers the Communists are absolutely right in their 
declaration of confiscation of private property wilbout compensation. It reads: 



'•'From a moral standpoint, iherc is absolutely no justification for the 
l»uymetU ul' a single ce.nl i'or the return of natural resources, because these 
should never have been anything else but PUBLIC properly— or tor the 
rclurii ol' industries, etc., which have been built up by the people, and in 
which, to such a large extent, unearned money has been invested. Moreover, 
the private owners have already, in many cases, enjoyed large returns on 
the money ori"inally invested. It follows, then, that if the people, as a 
whole, decided" AGAINST COMPENSATION in return for the natural 
resources and the means of produelion, they would be merely seeking restitu- 
tion and lliey could not be accused oj confiscation." 

If l he C.C.F.-ers actually believe ibis, then they must concede that it is the 
Communists' policy of expropriation without compensation that should be 
followed. But here' is the C.C.F. way of getting the same results, for the answer 
continues: 

"However, it is the intention of the C.C.F. to avoid all unnecessary 
unpleasantness, and it is likely that, afler an impartial investigation and 
valuation, there would he some form of compensation. This could Le 
awarded by means of non-interest bearing bonds, which WOULD BE HIGHLY 
taxable, (under income and inheritance clauses) ; further, as payment would 
most Uhely be made in a depreciating form of currency, the desirability of 
possessing bonds would decrease considerably. 

"Collective ownership and control of the natural resources would ulti- 
mately mean control of most of the industries. Private industry could not 
function profitably on a competitive basis under such circumstances; neither 
could it comply with the demands of a co-operative government in regard to 
wages and conditions of work. 

The C.C.F. suggests to the owners of private property that to avoid unpleasant- 
ness, not that it will, but that it is likely there would be some form of com- 
pensation paid in non-interest bearing bonds which would be taxed to death 
and payable in depreciating currency that would make the bonds worthless. 
It then declares that collective ownership and control would make it impossible 
for private industry to function. 

What difference is there then between C.C.F.-ism and Communism? None 
whatever, outside of the fact that the Communist boldly tells you what he intends 
to do, while the CC.F.-ers attempt to cover up their purpose by the shallowest 
of all the practices of political charlatans. They say in the words they use one 
thing, but the plain inference of the manner of saying it proves that they mean 
the very opposite. 

Here then we have the C.C.F. parly, which, according to its leaders, is 
dedicated to truth and human service, resorting to deception to secure political 
power. 

Now in the light of what T have read to you, a statement recently made 
by Malcolm Bruce, the Communist candidate of Vancouver East, is not only 
•illuminating but interesting, lie sulci i 

"Of course, we have in view the day when we will overthrow Capitalism 
and set. up a Soviet in Canada." 

He decried what lie termed "the bogy in the minds of some C.C.F. leaders" 
of the damage their cause might suffer if they were openly identified with the 
Communist parly, but reminded bis beavers that both were working towards 
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Socialism and pleaded for t 

who would be able to give a united from leadership lu the working etasMS. 

Surely Malcolm Bruce is right, because no one in the C.C.f, parly would 
suggest that, it does not aim to establish Socialism. 

The C.C.F. pamphlet puts that question beyond any doubt. Here arc some 
of the questions that are asked and answered: 

"Will Socialism destroy incentive? 

"Who will do the dirty work under Socialism? 

"Would Canada develop a form of National Socialism?" 

And the answer to the last question is: 

'"Socialism recognizes no artificial or racial boundaries, and is thus inter- 
national in its outlook. It recognizes also the impossibility of all countries 
• developing at the same pace. It follows then that the C.C.F. party will 
. establish Socialism first nationally or regionally and then internationally." 

The only thing that is not quite clear is whether we are to annex Russia or 
Russia is to annex us, but apparently the inference seems to lie that the British 
Empire is to be scrapped and Canada is to become a region in a plan of World 
Soviets. 

The C.C.F. party in Canada does not say so, but its programme follows the 
same course and leads to the same objective that the Communist Internationale 
world revolutionary programme follows and leads to. 

Why then does Arnold Webster, ihc C.C.F. candidate in Hiiminl, repudiate 
the support of the Communist party? The more strange does hid attitude 
become when wo know ibul Professor King Cordon bus laken the very opposite 
course. A recent report in the B. C. Workers' News declares that King Cordon 
welcomes the co-operation of the Communists. 

According to this Socialist journal, Professor King Cordon, whose friends 
declare he was dropped from the staff of McGill University because of the 
suspicion that he was endeavoring to establish Communism there, received the 
support of the Communist party after a conference with the Communist Election 
Committee of Victoria. 

At the interview, according to the journal, some "interesting statements'' 
were made. 

"Mr. Gordon Baid he bad many friends among the Communists,," the 
news item reports, "and that he would not say anything against them. He 
deplored the harsh exchanges in The Worker and The Commonwealth, 

"He thought a truce should be declared between the two parties and 
that after the election a United Front should be presented to the common 
enemy." 

Quite clearly King Gordon, the C.C.F. candidate in Victoria, and Malcolm 
Bruce, the Communist candidate in Vancouver East, are agreed that Communism 
and C.C.F.-ism, having the same purpose in mind, should be united. 

I have no doubt that if the C.C.F. candidate in Hurra rd was not afraid of 
losing votes he would be saying the same thing as King Gordon and would gladly 
accept Communist support and would declare openly for unity between Com- 
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muni; i- ami C-CI'Vc, for lie know

operative Commonwealth Young Movement were repress led. 

In addition to that, the annual report presented to the Central Committee 
of the Conununist Parly of Canada on December 8th, 1934, says: 

"In Burnaby, B. C, we have a record example of the United Front struggle 
in which Communists, C.C.F. and local workers are fighting shoulder to 
. shoulder . . . 

"In Kitchener, Toronto, and other places, we have similar examples . . . 
"We have the beginning of a United Front with the Socialist parties in . 
British Columbia. In a number of places we have a United Front with the 
C.C.F. clubs . . . 

"The Young Communist League has probably gone farther and done 
■ better work lor the party in establishing a friendly relationship with the 
Co-operalive Commonwealth Youth Movement . . . 

"In the relationship of ilie Co-operative Commonwealth Youth Move- 
ment, considerable support is found for the United Front . . . 

"It is very significant that an increasing number of the leaders of the 
C.C.F. are taking°up the fight for the United Front." 

The B C. Workers' News of September 13th tells us that "C.C.F. leaders 
like Harold Winch and Jack Price, and many others, are not afraid of associating 
wilh the Communists."

Mr. Angus Maelnnis, who is closely related to Mr J. S. Woodsworth founder 
of the C.C!F. party, ought to he nn authority. Speaking in Burnaby, B.C., he 
said: 

"If there arc any in the C.C.F. who do not understand that it is a Socialist 
movement, they arc in it under false prelences and had better get out.

The grounds given by Mr. Webster for repudiating the Communist, arc m 
part as follows. He says: 

"So long as the constitutional road to economic reform is open, thai is 
the only safe and sane road for us to take. To advocate any Other road would 
lie to invite the working people to commit suicide. 
In a recent radio address, Mr. Webster definitely staled: 

"That the Co-operative Commonwealth Federation offers the only solution 
•. to Canada's difficulties. Modification of Capitalism must lead to Fascism. 
Therefore Capitalism must be wiped out and Socialism established in its 
place." 
He also said that this would be brought about— 

"through a revolution by a Parliamentary majority, bloodless unless the 
Capitalist class oppose the legislation setting up ui Canada a Co-operative 
Commonwealth." 

Does he think for one moment ihat the Capitalist class will agree to take 
worthless bonds for their property without a light .

As proof of that, let ine quote to you a portion of the answer in the C.C.F. 

pamphlet, "What Is the Answer?" to the following question: 

"Can Socialism be introduced by peaceable means?" 
The reply is: 

"The C.C.F. does not propose to attempt to introduce Socialism nnlil it 
has achieved control of the State, in which cvetU it w.ll have control oi the 
armed forces and the machinery of government. 

Here we see that the revolution by which Socialism is to he cstaldished 
8 ho,d according to the Communist*, be undertaken by the masses aga,m,l the 
^ v n en. whit Mr. Webster proposes to wait until control ol the armed loues 
ff^e c5 y the C.C.F. before the expropriation of private properly ^»»He.,ce.. 
So "umc/.hal the C.C.F. party will he able to treat t he oppo««-u to 

Russia. 

I do not think that my opponent, the C.C.F. candidate in Burrard will for 
one moment deny that it is his aim and purpose to eslubl.sh in Ca.uula the 
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same public conlrfd of ihe means oi producing and disf iil)u L ii i- usable weallli 
llial lias been developed in Russia. 

He has had tlio good fortune lo visit that country, and on his return lo Canada 
he ha- acknowledged lhal lie was filled with admiration for the work of the 
Soviet and has unhesitatingly acknowledged his own conviction that the success 
uf the Soviet in Russia proves thai the Co-operative Commonwealth should he 
established in Canada. He would therefore east our scheme of constitutional 
Democracy aside and establish in its place a government responsible to the 
masses, which would he the same proletariat dictatorship that is now maintained 
hy a Communistic minority in the land of the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics. 

Now before we i.eccpt the conclusions of King Gordon and Mr. Webster, 
1 think it will be the pmt of wisdom for the people of Vancouver and Victoria 
to examine carefully what happens when Socialists attempt to substitute their 
"new social order" fur Capitalism. 

We should not forget that ihe Russian 0m has not appealed to Poland, 
Finland, Sweden, Austria, Italy or Germany, or, in fact, any other country in 
Europe. There must be some good reason why the people of these countries 
adjoiuiii" or close to Russia have not seen fit ttt adopt the Soviet plan of govern- 
mem which, according to our friends in the C.C.F., is the one and only way to 
bring about plenty, peace and contentment for all mankind. 

Surely the indifference of the people in Europe should place us on our guard. 
Bui let me repeal lo yon a wattling issued by Dr. Joseph Goebbels, of Germany. 
Speaking at Nu rem burg on September 13th of this year, he painted a very 
different picture of Russia froiu that which Mr. Webster described on his return 
to Vancouver. Dr. Goebbels described Bolshevism as a world danger which only 
national Socialist Germany was preventing from spreading further West. 

Germany, lie pointed out, is thus fulfilling a great world mission, and upon 
its success to prevent the spread of Bolshevism the fate of civilization depended. 

That is probably one of the reasons why Great Britain agreed to the re- 
armament of Germany, and oilers some explanation of the friendly attitude 
that Great Britain has recently taken towards the German people in their plight. 

Describing the activities of Communism in Russia as the "hloody practice 
of hysterical and criminal madness," he pointed out — 

"Thai under the Soviet regime there had been 1,860,000 executions, 
5,200,000 starved through famine, and 40,000 priests arrested, burned and 
killed." 

We are also aware of the countless thousands of others who have been driven 
from their homes and forced to exist in the vilest of prison camps and of those 
who have iled in despair from the land of their birth, and the innumerable host 
that has preferred death by suicide Co life in the land of the Soviet. 

Warning the people of Germany and of the world against the spread of 
Bolshevism, Dr. Goebbels pointed out that — 

"International Communism seeks lo eliminate all national and racial 
conditions implanted by nature; that it opposes private ownership of 
properly and has no respect for personality or individuality, but purposes 
to surrender the idealistic aims of men and nations for empty, godless ma- 
terialism.'' 

This fear of Dr. Goebbels is amplified by recent threats made by the United

Stales, Great Britain and Italy, ifuu unless the act "i\ ii [r.:, .A Ma slm'.i t.,uiiiiuuiii*i 
Internationale, known as ihe "Comintern," were cut-bed lev Llutfua. all relations 
between the governments of those countries and the Soviet would he discontinued. 

The American Federation of Labour lakes the same altitude and has called 
upon the United States Government to discontinue its Hade irruly wilh the 
Soviet, the reason being given that, aided hy the Soviet in Moscow, live Com- 
munists in the United Slates are deliberately a l temp ling to disrupt organized 
labour in that country and to precipitate strikes involving the breaking of agree- 
ments, solely for the purpose of precipitating a CoiinnuuisL revolution in lite 
United States. 

Now, according to our friends of the C.C.F., all the people of ihe countries 
I have mentioned in Europe, the government of Great Britain, ilaly and the 
United States and the American Federation of Labour cue wrong. According to 
King Gordon and Arnold Webster, they should be willing to adopt the Soviet 
system as an effective substitute for the schemes of government that have been 
developed and are now in operation. 

Well, of course, it is possible that everyone else is wrong and that King Gordon 
and Mr. Arnold Webster are right. 

We are therefore justified in examining closely what would happen if the 
C.C.F. came into power in Canada. 

Let us assume for a moment that every member in tbe Canadian House of 
Commons is a representative of the C.C.F. parly. Of course that is not possible, 
because there arc only 115 candidates in the running, and the most optimistic 
calculation hopes for the election of not more than twenty C.C.F. members. 
But for ihe lest we are about to make, let us have a working majority or C.C.F. 
members. Tbe C.C.F. party in the House of Commons will then, as Mr. Webster 
says, "pans the necessary legislation to establish a Co-operative Commonwealth" 
—thai means hiking over all the means of producing and distributing wealth. 

The plan of government to be set up has been presented to us by Dr. Telford 
in chart form. Dr. Telford is the official broadcaster and educator of tbe C.C.F. 
party. Now according to bis chart, the first step in setting up a Co-operalive 
Commonwealth is "a declaration of war on poverty." 

Then follows : 

"The conscription of natural resources; 

"The conscription of the machinery of production and distribution; and 

"The conscription of men and women between the ages of 20 and 56." 

With this accomplished, "the immediate distribution of ihe essentials of life" 
becomes possible through the work of an "Economic Administrative Council." 

Under this Council, executive authorities are set up which will control and 
administer the affairs of the nation through the following departments: 

"Lands, agriculture, forests, minerals, fisheries, press and radio, law and 
order, distribution, health, education and social service." 

Religion, of course, is in a department which is conveniently detached from 
the whole. 

These departments function "in co-operation with ihe national system of 
banking, exchange and bookkeeping."

Unfortunately the assumption that the House of Commons controls the 
arme fo e s not justified. The member, of the House of Commons do not 
ouol the hankers 'and the House of Commons does not control the money 
wealth of the nation. In the event of a clash between the Senate and the Com- 
no the rich would organise against the poor, and, backed by be power of 
denized wealth, the Senate and not the House of Commons would control all 
the armed forces that money can buy. 

Of course I know that our friends of the C.C.F. will tell you that if the Senate 
reined r agree to their programme they would abolish the Senate, but unior- 
u ate ly that involves a change in our eonslilution. Our constitutor .can only 
be c a L- through unanimous agreement of the nine provinces ot the Dominion. 
There 1 no indication that the people of Nova Seotia, New Brunswick, Prince 
E war 1 Island, Ontario, Quebec or any other province in this Dominion aie 
willing to accept the C.C.^progrannne of ostaKMt&g a Soviet in Canada.

reformer in our Dominion. 

May I, in proof of that position, quote to you the statement of Captain Elmore 
PhiW former leader of the C.C.F. party in Ontario, who, you will remember, 
campaigned Z a C.C.F.-er in our last provincial election? He is now running 
as a Liberal candidate in South York. When asked: 

"Why did you quit the C.C.F.? Couldn't you wait long enough?" 
he answered :

Let us not forget that, elected as Socialists, Ramsay Mm-Dooahi l>*«uiie the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, ami Philip Swxw&tt became the U....nvllor 
of the British Exchequer. They did noi go forward to esl.abMi u now ■*»] 
order based on Socialism hi Great Britain. Their fuihirc «f« not dim to »»> 
betrayal of the people who had elected them lo efuee,>tf to a iceogmlmii ol 
the fact that had they attempted lo pin into effect a slate of Socialism m 
Grout Britain, they would have precipitated a bloody revolution that would 
have ended in a disastrous civil war. 

The attempt of Socialists and Comnumisla lo ereute in Austria and Germany 
a Socialistic government, based upon the SovieL plan lias ended ni disaster. 
Revolution and civil war have been the lot of the people of Germany ami 
Austria, and out of the chaos, misery, suffering urn) <leatit.il nm Hurt followed, 
self government has been lost and order depends upon loree alone. 

Those are the conditions that will come to Canada should any Parliament 
or Provincial Legislature attempt to establish government based upon the godless 
materialism of the Soviet. 

We in the City of Vimeoiiver who have already experienced ihe attempt of 
,he Communists to inaugurate a revolution here, which was openly impporLed 
by the CC.F. leaders, can l.earlily endorse Caplani Philpol s repudiation ol the 
C.C.F. party. May I he pardoned if 1 take a moment to show you trout whence 
our trouble eiuiie in Vancouver? 

On July 30lh of ibis year despatches came from Moscow announcing that 
at the Convention of the Third Communist Internationale, commonly known as 
"Comintern " which is an abbreviation for the Communist Internationale World 
Rev.dulionary organisation, one George, believed by our police to be one George 
Dray I mi, Cimumuiist of New Westminster, declared: 

"That the Communists had led 90 per cent of all the recent strikes in 
America." 

Along with this despatch came others. One reported that one delegare, in 
discussing the growth of Communism in the United Stales, said: 

"The people should force the wealthy, the Church ami the Stale, lo open 
their treasuries for those who are hungry. In this way agitator* can lie sus- 
tained at the expense of the rich.'' 

Earl Broder, well known as the leader of Communism in ihe United Slates, 
• described the policy the American Communists were pursuing. Ihe despatches 
report him as stating lo the "Comintern": 

"As Chairman' of the American Communist party, we are advancing a 
'boring in' programme, urging government confiscation and operation of 
factories and mills, the confiscatory fixation ol capital, by expanding the 
distribution of uuemploymenl relief." 

In the City of Vancouver during the last iwo years the great bulk of the 
complaints made against the administration of relic) were made ande* Coia- 
mm st leadership. The attempt to increase the coal O rclm was also pail ol 
£HeB \ZZS2a ComuiuniJ propaganda wi.b which we have had lo deal 
Iumheds of Communis, agistor* and ***** «>d <..,nmm,is -;< - 
heen feeding and living at the expense of the hix-payers while they a,e aiming 
to destroy the economic and social security ol our whole oily. 
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Oilier il.. N:'i:ilL\s al :li o Convention oi ihe. "Comintern" in Moscow, according 
lo ihe despatches, boasted of the success that h.u! been accomplished by the 
Oomimmisis in establishing Communism in churches, universities and schools. 

We know thai this programme is being earned out in Vancouver and that 
none oilier than Mr. Arnold Webster, speaking in King Edward High School, 
unhesitatingly declared thai teacher.-; are planting tiie seeds of Socialism in the 
minds of our children in the schools right in our own city.- 

This "boring in" programme involves the establishment of Communist cells 
not only in labour unions, but in farmers* u return a lions, political parlies, 
churches, universities and schools, aiid they are certainly well established now 
in the C.C.F. party and in the schools in out oily. Special appeals have been 
made to secure converts of both students and teachers, of clergymen and church 
workers. Thus we learn from Moscow the reason why clergymen, college pro- 
fessors and school teachers are actively associated with the movement in this 
Province lo set up Socialism in Canada. 

At the same Convention in Moscow, one Samuel D'Arcy declared: 

"That a strike of unprecedented scope by seamen and dock workers on 
the Pacific Coast of America under Communistic leadership would precipi- 
tate the most embittered class struggle that had ever been waged in North 
America." 

This strike is now being organized, and only the extraordinary precautions 
taken by the people in Seattle, Portland and San Francisco, hacked by the 
American government, will avoid that disaster. That strike started in San Fran- 
cisco loday. 

It was the. promise tbat such a strike was forthcoming that is preventing a 
settlement of the longshoremen's strike in Vancouver. 

What" relationship then is ibere between the C.C.F. movement in this province 
and five Communistic activities emanating from Moscow and directed by the 
Workers' Unity League in British Columbia that tried to precipitate a general 
strike and a Communistic revolution in Vancouver which was to roll across 
tbe Dominion? 

You arc all aware of the fact that Arthur Evans, the Communist organizer 
iu British Columbia, boldly staled that there were not enough police in the 
Dominion to stop ihe march of his Communist revolutionaries on to Ottawa, 

1 do not need to recall lo you the tragedy of tbe Regina riot and how that 
absurd and vicious jaunt of a madman ended. A motherless girl of eight, the 
daughter of Detective Miller, who was brutally murdered by this mob of rioting 
hoodlums, remains as a living witness lo the 'fact thai ail ibis might happen to 
counties:- children in ibis Dominion if Communism ever gained control. 

Now, as 1 remind you of the strikes in ihe lumber imhisiry, at Anyox, Corbin 

and Bridge River, in restaurants and bakeries, at Powell River, in the etamng 

industry, of the Union Steamship employees and of our own wulorfronl workers, 

mav 1 lie permitted to draw your attention Lo a ataleinciil of Tim Buck, wherein 

"he says: 

"Tbe general strike during a political crisis is the gateway to revolution. 
We have "adopted a policy of developing demands in many industries^ for 
the purpose of developing uculo strike movements. The multitude of little 
streams which previously spe.nl themselves in scattering opposition are being 
lluis drawn inlo the broad channel of I lie revolutionary movement." 
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Every one should know thai ihib policy outlined ',.; 'inn Unci--, in p 
from Moscow, lias actually been in operation in Canada ior a number oJ > . 
The main organization used by the Communists lo put such a pokey 
operation is the Workers' Unity League. Quoting from lite resolution, ol 
Communist Party of Canada, published in February, 19? 1... ihe work of 
organization is described as follows:

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"The building of the Workers' Unity League into a centre ol ine mas.;

In the Province of British Columbia, the development and guidance of the 
Workers' Unity League was undertaken by Arthur Evans, who stated in Ouawa 
on June 23rd last: 

"I am a member of the Communist party and I am proud of it. 

"I am the British Columbia organizer of the Workers' Unity League. 1 
organized the Relief Camp Workers' Union. This league was first formed 
in Canada in 1929." 

And the Communists unhesitatingly declare that mass demonstrations against 
unemployment are proof that the masses will respond to tbe call of the Com- 
munist parly to carry out the revolution. 

May 1 draw your attention to some of the literature published by the Strike 
Action Committee, whose efforts were directed personally by Arthur Evans? 
The first appeal called for a general strike on the 29th of April. It is couched 
in this language: 

"On Tuesday strikers commenced to demonstrate peacefully on the streets 
and in the department stores of tbe city, as they have done many limes 
before, with a view to bringing pressure by this only possible means on the 
responsible authorities, but hundreds of police were massed in the city to 
break tin; strike through terrorism. They clubbed and beat the peaceful 
department store demonstrators into a panic, which resulted in property 
damage and casualties." 

After denouncing me for reading the Riot Act, the pamphlet says: 

"That representative committees are now contacting all trade unions 
and workers in shops and industries, urging the calling of special meetings 
to immediately endorse strike action. 

"We appeal to all workers, organized and unorganized , in the shops and 
industries of Greater Vancouver to hold representative meetings of unions 
and industries as soon a3 possible to support ibis line of act ion." 

That appeal was followed by another which was intended to precipitate 
tbe general strike on May 1st. The circular announcing this call to action is 
headed: 

"OUT ON THE STREETS ON MAY lsi ! 

"RALLY TO DEFEND THE CAMP WORKERS AND 
CORBIN MINERS! 

"TO THE WORKING PEOPLE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA: 

"The Communist Party of British Columbia calls upon you to rally on 
May 1st in mighty demonstrations, parades and meetings. Demonstrate, rally 
and protest. 
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"The ^ommi'iiisi l'ar!\ :)l' Canada which joins iii ihe daily struggles ol 
ih'e worker* :«ul poor farmers and which plays a leading role therein, pomls 

id ihc Soma Onion as the Jiving example of tlte way out for Ae working 
people. 

'•There- thr workers and peasants ride. Under the leadership of the 
Communist parly of iho Soviet Onion, they dispossessed the bankers « n d 
manufacturers and iluia made it possible to begin to build Socialism, they 
are now sweeping away the last remnants of capitalism and are inarching 
towards a class-less society. 

"'! he worl.-in« people of British Columbia should build the United Front 
through meeliugVand demonstrations in support of the camp workers and 
the Corbiu miners.

IAl this juncture iho speaker presented to the audience a number of mur- 
derous iron weapons, clubs studded with nails, arid brass knuckles, and pointed 
out that they were laken at random from the hundreds that the police bad taken 
J'roiu ihe rioters.] 

Now in proof of the Tact that these weapons were used, let me quote lo you 
tire following Idler from the Chief of Police:

I am merely (hawing your attention to these assaults upon our police officers 
to indicate to you the serious nature of the incipient revolution they had to 
conieiid with. The revolutionary strike programme that was launched on April 
4lh, when the relief camp deserters came to Vancouver, and which culminated 
in the waterfront strike, has been characterized by a period of lawlessness such 
as has never been known in any Canadian city. Petty limits, burglaries and 
crimes of violence were nightly and daily occurrences in our city. Citizens were 
assaulted. Homes were attacked. Stones were thrown through windows. Women 
and children were terrorized, and nothing but the splendid work of Chief of 
Police Col. W. W. Poster, D.S.O., his officers and men on the police force, saved 
our city from being converted into a shambles of chaos and disorder. 

The cost of this Com um rustically led riotous and seditious activity to the 
tax-payers in Vancouver amounted lo a figure in excess of $80,000, while the cost 
to the provincial and national governments in assisting to maintain order in 
our city and throughout the province totalled several times that amount. Had 
the Connminists been successful in bringing about a general strike in Vancouver, 
the cosl lo our citizens would have totalled many millions of dollars. 

Now let me ask: What part did the leaders of the C.C.F. party play in this 
particular trouble? They supported the Communists, participated in their 
meet inns, and in every way possible sanctioned and approved of the riotous and 
disorderly conduct of the Communistic mob. 

Dr. Lylo Telford became notorious for his denunciation of the police. Harold 
Winch, C.C.F. member in the Legislative Assembly for Vancouver East, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Sleeves, C.C.F'. member for Vancouver North, and wife of a principal 
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of one of our school.-,, Mr. II. V. Sleeves, who is die c.impai^n mami^.r f.vr _\h\ 
Arnold Webster, C.C.P, candidate in Liurrard, joined with the < '.oinmnni-l 3 in 
their meetings and pleaded for people to volunteer to lag on om' slrecis in 
violation of City ordinances and by-laws. 

Harold Winch, to emphasize his sympathy with the Communist movement, 
offered a gratuitous insult to the Sovereign of the British Empire by refusing 
to accept the King's Jubilee medal, graciously offered to him not as a personal 
tribute, but merely as a tribute to the people of I he constituency whom he 
happened to represent in the Provincial Legislature. 

It might be said, of course, that Mr. R. P. Sleeves, principal of the General 
Gordon School, cannot be held responsible for the actions of his wife who is 
in politics, but in view of his own actions be cannot say that lie. was not wholly 
in sympathy with those who denounced the police because they maintained 
law and order in our city. Those who look this coarse cannot escape the responsi- 
bility for their actions. 

Apparently Mr. R. P. Sleeves, campaign manager tor Arnold Webster, is a 
member of the Lions Club. The Lions Club forwarded to the Chief of Police, 
Col. Foster, a letter of congratulation upon the manner in which he and his 
officers had put down the attempt to attack workers on Ballanlyne Pier, and the 
able way and efficient manner in which they had maintained law and order in 
our city. At the luncheon from which, this letter came, the Reverend C. C. Owen 
made an address congratulatory to our Chief of Police. 

That action was followed by a criticism in the B. C, Workers News under 
date of June 21st. Its heading is, "C.C.F. Leader Praises Police," and then it 
reads as follows: 

"A reactionary organization known as the Lions Club, meeting in the 
siimplmius Georgia Hotel, ordered a letter of appreciation sent to Chief ol 
Police foster for the clubbing of workers during the police rioting on 
Tuesday, June 18th. 

"It is noteworthy that a member ol the executive of the Lions Club is 
R. P. Steeves, C.C.F. leader and election manager for Arnold Webster, C.C.F. 
candidate in Burrard constituency. 

"The president is one F. W. Smelts, who was a scab during the strike of 
the gas workers some years ago. He shovelled coke during the strike, later 
becoming a salesman, and now is in charge of that department lor the 13. C. 
Electric Company. 

"At the same gathering Rev. C. C. Owen bestowed his blessing on the 
sadist police clubbers, and declared that they had held themselves 'well in 
control' while trying to brain the workers, men, women and children." 

What was the reaction of Mr. Steeves to that false and reprehensible criticism? 
According to the B. C. Worhers' News of July 5th, Mr. R. P. Sleeves, principal 
of General Gordon School and campaign manager for Arnold Webster, in protest 
to the letter sent and in repudiation of the speech of the Reverend C. C. Owen, 
resigned his membership from the Lions Club. Lot me quote the B. C. Workers' 
News of that date: 

"■TAKES OBJECTION TO NEWS ITEM RE STEEVES 

"The News has received a letter from Mr. C. N. W. Webster regarding 
a story which appeared in our issue of June 28lh, as follows: 
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"Dear Sir: 1 note in your current issue an item headed, "C.C.F. Leader 
Praises Police,"' in which, without exactly so slating, the readers are given to 
understand lluil Mr. R. P. Sleeves voiced approval or the speech of the Rev. 
C. C. Owen on the Ballaulyne Pier affray. 

'-'As is well known, headline writers do not always jnake their display 
conform exactly with the story which appears beneath, as is evident in the 
present instance. 

■' "Believing that yon did not deliberately wish to convey a false impression 
of what occurred- 1 write io inform you: 

'" ' (1) That Mr. R. P. Sleeves is only a rank-and-file member of the C.C.F. 
The fact that he is a campaign manager for the candidate in Burrarcl does 
riot give him any official standing as a '"Leader. ' 

"'(2) That Mr. Sleeves did not voice any approval of the speech in 

question, and 

"'(3) That in consequence of that speech, he resigned his membership, 
in the Lions Club as a protest the following morning.

Now 1 am fully aware that there are a great many people in. the C.C.F. p:n f; . 
and whose sympathies lean that way, who are d.evout Christians and who are 
actuated by the noblest of humanitarian motives, but the} do nut recognize and 
appreciate that the resorts of lawlessness, the repudiation of God, the appeal 
to youth with a repudiation of home discipline and agt.inssl conventions such 
as the present form of marriage, are part and parcel of the political technique 
of the Communist and Socialist parties of the world. 

When Dr. Lyle Telford advocated and promoted the idea of companionate 
marriage, he was following the course outlined by the men who conceived the 
godless and material form of government which is supposed lo take, the place 
of Capitalism and constitutional Democracy in the new social order which all 
Socialists advocate. 

Let me quote to you the views of outstanding Socialist leaders, showing lhal 
in the Cit)'- of Vancouver during the last six months we have been experiencing 
the results of Socialistic leaders.

Frederick Engels says: ''Three great obstacles block lite progress of social 
reform: Private property, religion, and the present form of marriage.'' 

Here we see the reason for Dr. Telford's crusade for companionate marriage. 

William Licbkneehl says: "It is our duly as Socialists lo root out the faith 
in God with all our zeal, nor is anyone worthy of the name who does not 
consecrate himself to ihe spread of atheism. " 

August Bebel says: "We wish in polities the republic; in economy, 
Socialism; and in religion, atheism . . . Christianity and Socialism are like 
fire and water." 

Isador Ladoll', in the International Social Hcc'wiv, says: ''Religion -pell.-- 
death to Socialism, just as Socialism spells deaih to religion . . , The thinking 
Socialists arc all free thinkers."

Now, upon llie same issue and adverting for u moment lo I lie possibility of 
ihe whole world adopting Socialism even of the modified Russian brand as now 
in a mini-nod by trie dictatorship of Stalin, the British Israel Association, in its 
world-wide publication The Nalionul Message, points out: 

"One ill usl ration alone suffices lo show the difficulty of organizing world 
co-operation upon an international basis. It reveals a fundamental incompati- 
bility of ideals. Tims ihe Commissar of Publication at Moscow (Morning 
Past', May 4, 1 ( J32) : 

" 'We hale Christianity and Christians; even the best of them must be 
looked upon as our worst enemies. DOWN WITH THE LOVE OF OUR 
NEIGHBOURS. What we want is hatred. We must learn how to hate, 
mid it is only then that we shall conquer the world.' 

"On similar lines the Soviet organ, Pravcla, declared: 

" 'We must declare a war to the death on all forms of religion. The 
light against religion is the task of the day.' 

"Is it possible to bring the law of human intercourse into conformity 
with the law of Cod in co-operation with an anti-Christian mentality of this 
kind? Bate is the antithesis of love." 

That the leaders of the C. C. F. movement hold the same views condemning 
ChrisUanil) as those indicated by the expressions of the Socialist leaders already 
mentioned is clearly proven by the literature which the C. C. F. party is distribut- 
ing lo ihe youth of Canada. 

In a pamphlet called Amoeba, ihe First Stage of Life, the official organ of 
ihe Co-operative Commonwealth Youth, published in Vancouver under date of 
September, 1935, we see. the large headline: 

"CHARLATANS CHALLENGE CANADIAN YOUTH." 

In lire same- pamphlol there appears a letter from Mr. Arnold Webster, C.C.F., 
15. C. President, entitled: 

"YOUTH DEMANDS A NEW WORLD." 



.In the Idler Mr. Webster says: 

'"Today young men and women of intelligence and courage are at work 
building a new world . . . 

"The Socialist movement needs clear thinking, frank utterance, and the 
fresh vigor of youthful minds and bodies . . , 

'"The Provincial Ex ecu live of ihe C, C. F. invites you lo share in the mighty 
task of prop. i ring the workers of British Columbia for participation in a 

Co-operative Commonwealth. 

(Signed) ARNOLD WEBSTER." 
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lit the same pamphlet, Cinder the heading: 

"REMINISCENCES OF A REVOLT TiVrSA l)\ /' 

the attitude of the C.C. F. party to Christianity is disclosed, i ).•.■«( ribing a Social u I 
colony which was set up in Tasmania, the writer of these remini.- eenee-, one 
O-burg, says: 

"The colony was a promising one. After a few moulds u Roman Catholic 
priest came out to the clearing and asked permission lo hold a service in one 
of the buildings. The Socialists informed him thai he Has at liberty to hold 
one outside the camp but he must expect to be questioned on all his slalemenls, 
This was unsatisfactory to the 'opium dealer,' who retired in a hull'. baler 
a Baptist missionary fared no better." 

Here, then, we have ihe C. C. F. literature, issued under the aulhoriiy of the 
C. C. F. president, Mr. Arnold Webster, to Canadian youth, maintaining the 
traditional Socialistic condemnation of the institution of Chrislianily. 

Under another heading entitled "THE CAMPAIGN IS ON," in the same 
pamphlet, the Canadian youth are extorted to rowdyism with this statement: 

"The election has begun. The first skirmish. The rattle of verbal musketry 
is about to develop into a continuous roll of oratorical gun-fire. 

"Youth welcomes the scrimmage. What a relief from the dread of hunger, 
exposure and slave-camp lo ding, if only for a few days in Jive years, defiance 
in the teeth of the executives of the master-class. To heckle their senile 
maunderings from every platform. To batter upon the awakening conscious- 
ness of fellow slaves." 

Thus I lie age-old battle of Socialism to create a new social order out of the 
liillcincsH of class hatred goes on, led now in Canada by Communism under ihe 
name of ihe Co-operative Commonwealth Federation. 

Here, then, we have the issues clear cut and well defined. The Socialism of 
the C. C. F. is based upon the godless materialism of the Soviet which repudiates 
the home, the ownership of property, individual liberty, King, country and the 
Great Jehovah who is the Architect of the Universe. 

Are we, then, to support and sustain a group of people 'who sneer at God, jeer 
when Christians sing "Onward, Christian Soldiers," and who subsliiule in their 
public meetings "The Internationale" and "The Rca\ Flag" for the ceremonial 
songs of "O Canada" and "God Save the King"? 

Is there no belter way to re-establish prosper! Ly and lo sustain progress than 
that which the C.C.F. is offering? I think there is. 

I appreciate and acknowledge that there is no need for involuntary p overly 
in this age when education and science are able to produce and distribute in 
human service an abundance of all the necessities of life together with all ihe 
comforts and conveniences that make for cultural adviinceme.nl. 

1 know that in all public works and social services much should be doiie 
that, is not being done. Our educational system should be grea'.ly extended am'! 
advanced. In themaUer of health we are only at (lie beginning of the programme 
thiit should be, in operation. Old age and veterans' pensions, mothers' allowances, 
workmen's compensation payments and superannuation payments should all he 
increased. 

Unfortunately, under ihe private money system, while more is being expended 



m nil these linos ol endeavour ihan I be lax- payers can support, only a small 
portion of I lie services that should be rendered is being sustained. 

Certainly one department in tlic capitalistic system has failed. The private 
inoncv s\sleiu has ('ailed lo provide liie mentis of financing stahle government 
and progress in the 20lh eenlurv. 

We have tried to hnild a Christian civilization on a foundation of usury and 
we have, failed as we were told we would fail by the ancient. Hebrew writers who 
recorded for ihe guidance of the Christian world the laws revealed by God unto 

.Moses. 

Before we will ever enjoy social and economic security again, the prerogative 
right of government to create, issue and manage the circulation of an effective 
medium of exchange must he restored to and he recognized as the most sacred 
arid conspicuous responsibility of government. 

National currency and credit must be intelligently administered so that 
deflation will not happen; inflation must, he avoided by taxation, the depression 
of glut should be avoided through the exercise of regulatory authority and inter- 
national trade must be balanced by eJfeclive management. 

The working out of this or any other plan under which progress can be 
financed and order maintained is far from easy. Such an effort will tax modern 
government to the utmost of its power, but it must be done. The idea that it 
can be done easily or quickly, which many amateur reformers have, merely 
indicates one of the real dangers thai confront government today, for the task 
is truly stupendous. 
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Jar from secure, and whether or not our western civilization can 



survive the present depression is still open to question. We are at the parting 
of the ways. The day has arrived when progress through exploitation must give 
way lo progress through order sustained by government control and regulation. 
This great change must he. brought about by Constitutional reform, or we are 
bound lo suller the chaos of revolution which will end in dictatorship with little 
Or no benefit to the masses. 

We are at the parting of the ways in the course wc must lake. 

1 Inmanily musl have a heller deal than I he private money system has provided. 

"Ileal wealth must be created and distributed to satisfy the needs of human 
progress and individual eonlenlmenl. 

The desire for interest and profit musl not be allowed to prevent available 
and realizable supply from satisfying the demands of humanity for the necessities, 
comforts and conveniences of life. 

The wages of men must be. placed above tin; wages of money. 

Consumers and tax-payers must he supplied with the means of buying the 
goods and services available and of paying taxes that are levied. 

Unemployment due lo technological advancements must he balanced by 
employment in public works and the advancement of social service. Seasonal 
unemployment musl he guarded against. 

The standard of living in agricnl I in al community and city, of those employed 
in public and private activity and of those engaged in domestic and foreign trade 
must be balanced. Destitution must be eliminated and consumers' buying power 
must be sustained. Highways, railways, airways and communication facilities, 
buildings for administration, national defence, law enforcement, education, 
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health, entertainment., and other public service, m 
appearance of both city and country nnusl he undertaken, 
grounds must be developed, and natural rcsoi 

Children denied the right of work under child labor law;; must he cared for. 
Proper pensions, superannuation and other allowance? mu.-L be pn>\ ulcd foi 
mothers, for the sick, the injured, the veterans, and those who through I he 
passing years are no longer able to sustain themselves, and age in years should 
not be the arbitrary governing factor. 

The tax-payer must be relieved from the existing unpayable debt load. 

The advancement of education, health, law enforcement and good govern- 
ment must be carried on. 

This summary merely indicates the sweeping nature of the programme that 
must be carried out. It cannot be successfully advanced while government 
borrows at interest from the private money system the finances necessary to 
meet the cost of non-self liquidating and non-money profit producing public 
works and social services. 

Before any government can attack successfully the problems of this depres- 
sion it must therefore set up the machinery to issue national currency and to 
monetize public credit on a public utility basis, otherwise it cannot Service 
existing public debts that represent accumulated savings, and it cannot finance 
government or maintain the volume of consumers' buying power in circulation 
that is essential to economic inability and ordered progress. 

The first step towards the re-establishment of prosperity is therefore the 
creation of a national banking institution owned by the nation and operated for 
the henefil of ihe people, through which the government can create and ad- 
minister the currency and credit wealth of the nation so that planned economy 
and modern progress can be financed. 

The government must setup a supreme court of finance that will be indepen- 
dent of both misguided partisans and unwarranted public desires. 

The operation of the mint will have lo be co-ordinaled with that of a publicly- 
owned and nationally-controlled Central Bank, which must lie established and 
operated as the nation's fundamental public utility. The Central Hank will have 
to he empowered to finance national, provincial and municipal government 
through the issue of currency and credit jrionelizod llirfttij'b llu: nmtc depusil and 
cheque system now employed by our private banking insliluiimi!?. IVivutc pruht 
must be taken out of public finance and public finance must be freed from the 
burden of interest charges now imposed by the private money Byslein. This 
does not mean the nationalization of the mercliaiil. banks inn llic socialization of 
private finance, ft docs mean that the public bank will enjoy the exclusive 
monopoly of the creation and issue of the medium of exchange and have the 
power lo regulate the banking practices of the merchant hanking system. 

Under such a system the government can create and issue all the finances 
necessary to maintain national security to execute all public enterprise and 
sustain social services and to keep in continuous circulation, through ihe disti il'm- 
tion of wages and proper allowances, all the funds necessary to sustain the 
creation and distribution of wealth in human service. 

The problem of avoiding the disasters of inflation and deflation is one that 
cannot be solved through the administration of the monetary system. That 
problem can only be solved when an eilective plan of taxation is developed 
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uun'ei v > J i ; l ■ i j liidui'.'i!, provincial mii! riuitiiai pai taxation authorities win work 
together and in co-operation with those responsible lor the administration ol 
llit system. The |iiiiiiiiv duly of taxation under such a system would he to 
prevent loo tuiieh medium ol' exchange remaining in issue and to prevent, the 
t'cuit alizalion oJ' the medium of exchange weaUh iu circulation under the conLiol 
of individual:-;, groups or sections. By combining the power of national govern- 
ment Ui create and issue an effective medium of exchange with the power of 
federal, provincial and municipal governments lo withdraw by taxation excess 
medium ol exchange in issue from circulation, the evils of too much or too little 
me d hi in of exchange in circulation can he avoided. 

Again, il should he recognized that the mere regulation of the issue and 
circulation of lhc medium of exchange will not of itself solve the problem of 
retaliating progress and avoiding depression which comes from misguided or 
"unwarranted product ion. 

The means of keeping prices, wages, working conditions, production, distribu- 
tion, consumption, public enterprise and social services within the bounds of 
practical reason must be maintained through the establishment of proper govern- 
mental authority. This does not of necessity mean the wiping out of individual 
incentive by regimentation, but il docs mean that economic control authority 
mvisi be maintained if ruthless exploitation in the pursuit of profit, blind and 
selfish competition and reckless production are to be prevented from disrupting 
the social order. 

A nation like Canada cannot ignore the need for regulation and development 
of international 1rade. Everyone is aware that the international gold standard 
has failed to sustain international trade. The vast majority are also agreed that 
intexivnlioija] trade cannol be rebuilt, through tariffs, dump duties, trade em- 
bargoes, depreciated currency, or stabilization of exchange rates alone; more 
than all that must he done. 

Modern transportation facilities, together with the universal adoption of mass 
production methods have forced all nations to recognize that commerce between 
the people of different nations must he controlled and regulated by the govern- 
ments. We in Canada cannot enjoy anything like the volume of foreign commerce 
we should unless we are prepared to co-operate with other nations by regulating 
oni' external trade activities. If we are going lo sell commodities lo other nations 
we must he prepared to buy in equal amount from those nations. We must there- 
fore sel up lhc means of preventing our own people from buying abroad more than 
tlicy are silling abroad, and we must be careful no! lo permiL our people lo try to 
■^:]i more abroad Mian llicy are buying abroad. If we allow the one thing to happen 
we will bankrupt ourselves, while if the other happens our trading neighbours 
will suffer I be same inisfc.rl.ime. To avoid bankruptcy in international trade 
Ave must do our pari; in helping all nations trading with us to maintain effective 
irade balances through sane and intelligent regulation. 

Economic and social security depends upon action on all these fronts and 

others as well. 

Certainly, if all these problems are not attacked successfully the debt load 
now established will destroy self government and human progress. 

If modem government cannot finance progress and maintain order, then 
government of the people, by the people and for the people will perish from 
the earth and the boon of individual liberty with social and economic security 
will pass away. War, revolution and destitution will curse our Western civiliza- 
tion with all I he destroying power of a blighting scourge. 
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The Liberal Parly, ihrough ils leader inc. ili;:!ii '.h-.iuiuiMbie l\ i , '.' 
King, is prepared to restore to government the use ol il.- power lo en. 
and control the circulation of the. medium of exchange, if we -t 
proposition and provide I he means of financing government, v. c will find thai.

Mr. King's statement on the control of currency 

"The Liberal Party believes that credit is a public matter, not of interest 
to bankers only, but of direct concern to the average citizen. It stands for 
the immediate establishment of a properly constituted national central bank., 
to perform the functions of rediscount, and I lie conirol of currency issue, 
considered in terms of public need. A central bank is necessary to determine 
the supply of currency in relation to the domestic, social and industrial 
requirements of the Canadian people; and also to deal with problems of inter- 
national commerce and exchange. 

"As a national central bank has been established by the present govern- 
ment since this statement of Liberal policy was issued, 1 feel it necessary 
to say here that the Bank of Canada, as established, is far from being the 
institution contemplated by the Liberal party. The Bank of Canada is, as 
more than one of our leading economists have said, of the fascist type, 

"It is a private corporation, with power to control the volume of the 
country's credit. Let me repeat what I said in Parliament, iu protesting 
against the surrender, to a private institution, of the State's control over the 
nation's currency and credit: 'Once a nation parts with the control of its 
currency and credit, it matters not who makes the nation's laws. Usury, 
once in control, will wreck any nation. 

" 'Tin I il ibe control of the issue of currency and credi t is restored 1 o govern- 
ment, recognized as its most conspicuous and sacred responsibility, all talk 
of the sovereignty of Parliament and of Democracy is idle and futile.' To 
regain for the nation what has thus been lost will continue to be a first 
objective of Liberal effort." 

The leader of the Liberal Party by this statement has promised to usher in 
anew deal for humanity. His proposal carries with it the inighi and power of 
a convincing assurance because it is based upon the ancient truths that have 
never failed to serve those who have been wise enough to depend upon them.
